This was the rallying cry of the ltary power on our side, there is only 


British premier at a mecting in Lon- 
don on Thursday last—‘Concentrate 
upon victory!” It comes with inspir; 
ed force at a time when the distrac- 
tions of internal problems incident to 
the war threaten to divert the atten- 
tion of Canada from her supreme 
task, the planting of the flag of Lib- 
erty on the ruins of despotic militar- 
ism. At the time Mr. Lloyd George 
was speaking the guns of Flanders 
were thundering their approval of 
his call to the allied peoples to con- 
centrate upon ictory. 

The carrying on of the war is a 
duty that transcends all questions of 
national import. It is a necessity 
imposed upon nations that value their 
spiritual heritage and which are truly 
loyal to the fundauicntal verities of 
life and progress. The nation or 
people that elects to shirk the perils 
and the s° ‘es of a defensive war 
in which iid honor and civiliza- 
tion itself at stake has pronounc- 
ed its ow (oom, Never in the 
world’s history has the issue been 
so clearly defined; never in her past 
carecr has Canada espoused a cause 
with greater certainty that Right is 
on her si’ Varying motives sway 
the allie’ vations in their fight with 
Germany, but all are united by a 
common danger to national security. 
Together they stand; divided they 
fall. It is this common ground ot 
quarrel with Germany that makes 

eace impossible while the — particu- 
ar aims of any of the allied nations 
remain unsatisfied. Germon— states- 
men have endeavored to disseminate 
the false notion that the war con- 
tinues in order to satisfy the ambi- 
tions of Great Britain; that Russians, 
French and Italians are shedding 
their blood in vain to satisfy British 

reed and aggrandizement. But Mr. 

Lloyd George has been quick to 
point to the reakcause of the contin- 
nance of the war: the declaration of 
the German forcign secretary that 
Germany would never contemplate 
the making of concessions to France 
tespecting Alsace-Lorraine, The 


British premier has made it clear that 


not Belgium only, but | Alsace-Lor- 


raine must be unconditionally — sur- 
rendered by the Teuton, France has 
made colossal sacrifices to maintain 


her flag in Europe. She never can 
feel safe against attack in the future 
while German troops hold her lost 
provinces. To the insolent challenge 
of Germany the British nation re 
plies with war and more war, until, 
as Mr. Lloyd George declares, 
France has “redeemed her oppressed 
children from the degradation of a 
foreign yoke.” 

Mr. Asquith was equally emphatic 
that no relaxation of military effort 
can be contemplated while the Ger- 
man government remains obdurate. 
While the desire for peace at any 
price is spreading among the Ger- 
man people, there are no siens of 
reasonable compromise on the part 
of the kaiser and his advisers, who 
have tried to sow discord between 
Britain and France. Mr. Asquith 
says: 

“German diplomacy is not cele- 
brated for deftness, but even in its

selves and our French allies, Von

It is Germany that blocks the road 
to peace. The advantages are now 
on the side of the allies. Of this 
there is no longer any doubt. in 
this point it is well to recall the 
words of Mr. Asquith in his speech 
on Thursday: 

“Take the allies as a whole, includ- 
ing America, whose contribution «to 
the common stock becomes every 
month a factor in the growing auict- 
ude—survey the relative powers of 
endurance of the two sides; measure 
them by any standard, naval, military 
or economic, and after you have 
made allowances for every dubious 
or hazardous contingency, even for 
the temporary paralysis of Russia as 
an aggressive force, can there be 
doubt that the material, no less than 
the moral, preponderance rests man- 


ffestly and increasingly with our 
cause?” ‘ 
With this preponderance of  mili-

|peace. Canada must concentrate up- 
on victory. All the energies of the 
nation must be directed to the one 
great ptirpose that stirs the pulse of 
jfree men.

Forestry Operations 
When War is Over 


Europe and America Must 
Scientific Reforestation 
Principles 


Canada alone has sent more than 
10,000 men overseas in forestry bat- 
talions, Besides, many men already 
overseas have been forged into for- 
estry companies. ‘These facts alone 
show the importance of an adequate 
supply of timber for military opera- 
lions, 

These foresters are working in 
both England and France. While 
exploitation is the first consideration 
in the cutting operations to supply 
the timber so urgently needed in 
modern trench warfare, the inter- 
ests of the future are being consid- 
ered, so far as practicable. 

The cutting in Great Britain is, 
jhowever, so close that the satisfac- 
|tory re-establishment of the  torest 
can be expected only as a resvle of 
extensive planting operations, It is 
even now being urged that definite 
plans be formed at once for the sys- 
| tematic reforestation of the large 
areas of non-agricultural lands in 
{Great Britain that will have been 
despoiled of their forest for war 
purposes, Undobutedly, the present 
situation will greatly stimulate the 
adoption of a broad-gauged policy of 
governmental forestry in Great Brit- 
ain after the war.

| ber for war purposes has also taken 
place.

|tion, Her forests have suffered se- 
| verely as a result of war operations, 
| both by the allies and the enemy, 
but it will be accepted as a matter of 
course that this damage will he re- 
paired after the war, through syste- 
atic planting, as rapidly as circum- 
} stances will permit. 

In Canada, the war has thrown a 
greatly increased burden upon our 
forests, particnlarly those suited for 
the manufacture of pulp and paper. 
‘The pulpwood supplies of the East- 
erm States are becoming rapialy de- 
pleted, and it becomes of the great- 
est importance to Canada that 
Productivity of her forest areas be 
re tained, so that, for all time to come, 
successive crops of timber may be 
| harvested from the vast areas of non- 
gricultural lands, This means in- 
creased efi.ciency in forest fire pro- 
| tection, toward which we have an ex- 
cellent beginning, but with the goal 
still far in advance, It means also the 
adoption of stricter regulations goy- 
cerning cutting, 

Only by the adoption of these 
measures can our forests be made 
to contribute their proper share to- 
ward the payment of the great war 
debt with which the country will be 
confronted, while at the same time 
plaving their full part in the indus- 
trial and social development of the 
Doninion.—C.L, 


Save the Wheat 


No Such Thing Now as White Bread 
in the Old Country 


Canada and the United States prob- 
ably will be able to provide for the 


allies’ requirements of cereals other, 


than wheat, during the next twelve 
months. 

The allied peoples themselves have 
been economizing with wheat and 
wheat flour, As_ Lord Northcliffe 
said in Montreal, “There is no such 
thing as white bread in the old coun- 
try, from (jhe kine’s table down- 
wards.’ Other cereals are being used 
but they cannot be used alone for 
bread, The allies must add them to 
wheat flour to make the war bread 


now in universal use in European 
countries, Except in Italy, where 


the people normally consume much 
corn, there are few corn mills in 
europe, Cornmeal, not being a dur- 
able commodity, cannot be shipped 
across the ocean in great quantities, 

The allies must have a wheat flour 
basis for their war loaf. Unless the 
people of Canada and the United 
States are willing to substitute other 
cereals for part of the wheat flour 
which they normally consume, they 
will be denying evcn war bread to 
miany thousands of people. Substi- | 
tution of at least one pound of other 
cereals for one pound of wheat flour 
weekly, per person, would save a 
very large quantity of whest for 
export. It would still be far short | 
of meeting the normal consumption: 
requirements of the allies but it 
would save the situation,

Procedure of Seeking and Trans 
mitting Information Is 
Explained 
In view of the fact that the Cana- 
dian military authorities overseo« 
are almost swamped with inquiries

casualties are heavy, it takes as long 
as two weeks to get details at the 
records office in England, but as soon 
as these details are available they are 
cabled to Ottawa. Information is 
then sent to the next of kin by tele. 
gram at the carlicst possible time 


cable from the soldic 
cfficer, but of cx the militia de. 
partment can only informatios 
which has been confirmed. 

The procedure in obtaining infor- 
mation in order to reply to inquiries 
regarding officers and men whose 
names have appeared on the casualty 
list is as follows: 

In cases of deaths, wounds or seri+ 
ous illness, first reports reach the 
record office by cable; in the event 
of death occurring, or the condition 
of the wounded or sick soldier be- 
coming worse, the report is reecived 
through the same channel. In all 
other cases further particulars, with 
the exception of replies to inquiries 
from this office, reach the record 
office by mail. 

On receipt of a telegram or letter 
asking for information, the casualty 
records are searched to ascertain if 
later information than that al- 
ready in the possession of the writer 
has been received. If there is any it 
is at once sent to the inquirer, lf 
1one has been received, an acknowl- 
cdgment of the telegram or letter is 
sent, and the writer is notified that 
inquiry is being made as to the pres- 
ent condition and whereabouts of the 
soldier, and the reply when received 
will be communicated to him or her, 

All inquiries of this nature are 
then sent to the section known as 
the war service message section. 
Each day, according to the number 
1eceived, one or more “packed” cab- 
les are sent to the officer in charge 
of records, London, asking the pres- 
ent condition and whereabouts re- 
garding those concerning whom in- 
iri received, These

record is kept of the soldiers inquir- 
ed about, the person who makes the 


inquiry, also the date on which it is 
sent to England, 

On receipt of each “War Service 
Message” cable from England steps 
are at once taken to decode same 
and to communicate the information 
received with the least possible de- 
lay to all concerned. A portion of 
the staff works each Sunday, so as 
to expedite the information being 
communicated to those concerned. 
The report is also entered on the 
casualty records of the officer or 
man referred to, 

Copies of all telegrams and letters 
received or sent are placed on the in- 
dividual files of cach officer and sol- 
dier,

Fuvod Regulations 4" ‘ecvring the Enemy Always 


Reduction in Consumption of Beef, 
Bacon and Other Com- 
modities Noted 


As a result_of regulations provid- 
ng for “beefless end baconless 
lays” and other restrictions imposed 
on public eating places at the in- 
Hance of the food controller, a very 
great saving has been effected in sup-| 
plies needed for export to the allied | 
irmies and nations, The first an-} 
nouncement of the reductions in the 
tonsumption of beef, bacon and 
wheat flour brought about by the 
trder-in-council, effective August 17, 
regulating the serving of these com-| 
noditics in hotels and _ restaurants, 
was made by Mrs. Jean Muldrew, di- | 
rector of domestic economy in the | 
office of the food controller. Mrs. | 
Muldrew addressed the convention of 
Women's Institutes for the province 
of New Brunswick on the subject ot | 
food conservation. 

The following are the percentage ! 
reductions in the consumption 2f 
beef and bacon reported for the 
month of August 17 to September 17, 
as compared with the consumption in 
the same eating places during the 
preceding month: 

Quebec, beef, 29.82; bacon, 29.61; | 
Montreal, beef, 25.30; 49.48; bacon, 
26.12; 79.84; Toronto. beef, 47.03: 
63.04; 28.35; 28.47; bacon, °).87; 75.62, 
65.00; 84.86; Winnipeg, beef, 4481; , 
bacon, 34.10; Calgary, beef, 52.67; | 
bacon, 40.93. 

Reports are not complete for the 
entire Dominion but those already 
received indicate that the saving in 
all parts of the country ' s been 
large as measured in percen'ages and 
cnormous when considered 11 
aggregate of pounds. Four es 
lishments in one city reported 
the consumption of the previ 
month has been reduced by the foi 
owing amounts:

The Basis for Confidence 


on the Defensive 


The Allies in the west have not 
developed sufficient striking power to 
achieve that “breaking through” 


n indefinite future, But they have 
. wn the power to pin the enemy 
permanently to the defensive and 
subject him to a bitter process of at- 
trition. Careful studies of German 
resources in man power and their ex- 
ploitation in battle indicate an enor- 
mous increase in the strain and los- 
ses to whicll their defensive exposes 
them. It has been calculated that 
they have been compelled to pass 
twice as many army divisions 
through the fire of the western fight- 
ing of this year as they did in the 
battle of the Somme, and the latter 
was a supreme effort in the course 
of which the German front at one 
moment faced disaster. It has been 
reported that the scheme of new 
German divisions to be formed out 
of new troops has largely been aban- 
doned because of the necessity of fill- 
ing up the existing cadres. It has 
been asserted that the Germans are 
no longer able to give their regiments 
on an active section of the front the 
usual complete rest behind the lines 
after battle, but must be content with 
transferring them to the trenches in 
the less active sectors. As for on- 
power, the superiority of the Allics 
has not been questioned for a lone 
time. It would seem as if conditions 
at the beginning of the war are now 
reversed, so that Germany is com- 
pelled to economize in guns and am- 
munition at the expense of her maa- 
power,

Therefore, it seems that the pro- 
ducing poultry farmer who is neces- 
sarily anxious to get the best prices 
for his eggs can do no better for his 
own interests than to get busy boost- 
ing for more eggs in the communi- 
ty. 

This means an organization of) 
poultry keepers, and regular meet-, 
ings. No matter how smart he is, 
nor how successful, a man can’t jog 
around the neighborhood, advising 
his fellow breeders what to do and, 
how to do it. But he can organize’ 
a poultry association, and join in the! 
talks. He can ask some 
breeder of reputation—outside — his 
own town—to come and tell the so-| 
ciety what he thinks it ought to! 
know. The agricultnral college stands | 
rady to send ont instructors who 
will not only talk, but demonstrate | 
poultry methods. Neighborhood, |

A Good Prophet 


We re Eliminated Money Earned Through Manufac- 


Enough Food Wasted in Canada to 
Feed Every Canadian 
Soldier 
It is impressive to learn _ that 


enough good food is wasted in Cana- 
da every day to feed every Canadian 


soldier who has gone overscas to 
fight for ys. 
Through carelessness and ineffi- 


ciency there is wasted in_garbage ev- 
every year throughout Canada, food 
to the value of $56,000,000 or abeut 
$7.00 per capita of the home popula- 
tion, according to the recent esti- 
mates of the Canadian food control- 
ler, To this huge sum must be add- 
ed a large, though indeterminate, 
number of millions lost through poor 
Storage, delay in transportation, and 
unhygienic surroundings. What the 
grand total would be there are no 
present means of discovering. The 
important points are that this waste 
is needless and preventable. 
Wasting $7.00 worth of food per 
year means a daily waste of 1,92 
cents per head. Without food, larg- 
cr crops, better distribution, closer 
buying on the part of ihe housckeep- 
cr, more careful preparation and 
more thorough utilization our food- 
stuffs, would not only correct this 
waste, but would appreciably reduce 
the actual cost of living very con- 
siderably. Let it be assumed that, 
by complete national organization 
and rigid economy, the cost of livige 
could be reduced by 5 cents per day 
for cach individual. Roughly, then, 
counting in the elimination of ar- 
bage waste, we would have a saving 
of 7 cents per day, or $25.53 per 
capita annually, The natioual grand 
total saving would then amount to 
he astounding sum of $204,400,000; 


enough to feed an army of oye mil- 
lion men for a year. These figures 
are appalting, but they are not be- 
yond the range of achievement. 

For the sake of clearness let us 
summarize the estimate given above: 

Estimated annual cost of feeding 
Canada’s oversea’s soldiers, $50,000,- 
000; estimated annual preventable 
waste in Canadian garbage, $56,000,- 
000; estimated annual saving possible 
by preventing garbage waste and fur- 
ther reducing cost of living by 5 
cents per head (total 7 cents per 
head) $204,400,000. 

But there are other equally cogent 
illustrations of what economy in lit- 
tle things can accomplish. Suppose, 
for example, that one million  fami- 
lies in Canada waste one slice of 
white bread per week. For conveni- 
ence we shall consider that the one 
pound loaf divides into 14 slices of 
1.14 oz. cach, The sum is simple: 

1 slice of bread (1-14 of loaf) 
weighs 1.14 oz. If 1,000,000 families 
waste one slice per week, the weekly 
total waste of bread is 1,140,000 oz., 
or 71,250 one pound loaves or cnough 
for 31-3 divisions for one day, or 
one division (21,500 men) for three 
and one-third days, or 10 meals to 
each man. 


The annual national waste rising 


,from the same source is impressive: 
Annual total result of 1,000,000 fami- 


lies wasting 1 slice of bread per 
week, 3,705,000 one pound loaves, or 
2,593,500 Ibs. flour; or 3,572,000 Ibs. 
wheat; or 59,244 bushels of wheat. 

The tremcadous importance of 
waste prevention and of food ccon- 
omy is clear, It is appropriate to 


itouch briefly on a subject that, in 


these times of war, is equally vital— 
the possibilities of substituting other 
staples for wheat flour. 

If, once a weck, one million Cana- 
dian fainilies tse a one pound loat 
of corn, or rye, bread instead of a 
similar loaf of white the weckly and 
yearly sav' would be: 

Substi one pound loaf of corn 
or rye bi per week would save: 
1,000 000 Ibs. of white bread; or 700,- 
000 Ibs. of flour; or 3,571 bbls. of 
flour; or 16,070 bushels of wheat. 

The yearly saving on the same 
scale would amount to 52,000,000 Ibs. 
of bread; or 36,400,000 Ibs. of flour; 
or 16,070 bushels of wheat. 

What applies to the saving of 
wheat flour is also, in greater or me 
o 
beef and bacon, the two other com- 
modities that Canada must strive 
above all things to ship overseas. It 
is not to be doubted that habits of 
economy induced by watching care- 
fully the consumption of flour, beef 
and bacon, will automatically — bring 
about savings in all other foodstuffs. 
Thus the suggested saving of 7 cents 
per head seems not only attainable, 
but may lead to even greater ccono- 
mes, ‘

German War of Aggression 
Bloodshed as a Means of Acquiring 
Markets 


Medill McCormack, member of 
congress from Illinois, who is now 
in England, speaking before the em- 
pire parliamentary association, said 
that the travellers who came to Eng- 
land or to France for the first time 
Since the outbreak of the war could 
not refrain from speaking of the pro- 
found impression which the resolu- 
tion and steady courage of the 
people made on him. 


“I have been struck,” he added, 
the fusion of hard intelligence 
idealism with which British men and 
women face the problems of the war 
and its prolongation, no less than 
those of peace which must follow. 
No one who has not scen it can pic- 
ture the tremendous national labor 
fn which you are engaged, and, as I 
sec Britons going about their work— 
the grim business of war itself or the 
many other businesses collateral to 
it—I wonder if you yourselves can 
see the splendor of vour sacrifice in 
its true perspective. I have seen ev- 
erywhere displayed the practical 

ualities and the idealism which we 

mericans like to count among our 
homely attributes. Without both we 
shall not mould the democratic and 
peaceful society which we believe 
necessary to the survival of our 
Christian civilization. Ideals—na- 
tional and international, must not 
be repugnant to realism—a human 
and humane conception of human 
wants and purposes—if we are to 
live in a peaceful world after the war. 
But that is very different from the 
pagan and cynical materialism which 
moved the imperial German oligar- 
chy to launch the German armies 
and the German people in a war of 
aggression against tle world and to 
drive the great democracies, one aft- 
er another, to war in defence of their 
honor and of the security of still un- 
born generations. 

“Let us accept, if they please, the 
German philosophy that war is the 
logical accentuation of economic 
competition, So, in another age, was 
the romantic vocation of the robber 
baron who took toll off travelling 
merchants or murdered them with- 
out imperial warrant. That was tlie 
logical accentuation of the political 
and economic forces of feudalism. 
We purpose to abandon and to make 
Germany abandon bloodshed as a 
means of acquiring markets—the kai- 
ser’s ‘place in the sun’—which any 
people may win by industry and 
skill.”

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Money in Sheep 


Profitableness of Sheep Raising on 
Small Farms 


An instance of the success that can 
be attained in sheep raising on small 
farms in Alberta is given in the case 
of Mr. H. Sykes, who has a 320-acre 
farm some ten miles northeast of 
Castor, Alberta. As a beginning Mr 
Sykes secured sixty head of shee 
four years ago. In the two succeed- 
ing years he raised about 100 lambs 
and sold seven old ewes. At lamb- 
ing time this year his flock increased 
100 per cent., in adition to which he 
had his wool clip, which he sold on 
the co-operative plan. With wool 
sclling at more than sixty cents a 
pound and yearly wethers at from 
$12 to $13 a hundredweight, it is 
[fot difficult to realize how profitable 
sheep raising in Alberta is to the 
small farmer. 

This farmer runs his sheep on the 
summer-fallowed land to cut out the 
weeds. In winter he keeps them in 
good order by giving them a good 
feed of prairie hay in the morning, 
with green feed in the evening, while 
during the day they pick around the 
straw stack. A shed of poles, cover- 
ed with straw, with an open front 
serves as a protection from the wind.

The average yields of Canada’s 
grain crops can be doubled in quan- 
tity by the application of more care 
in seed selection, and just a ilttle 
more labor and skill in tillage. And 
what is perhaps of even greater im- 
portance than quantity, is quality of 
product. The 50 per cent. yield will 
usually be of inferior quality, so that 
the loss involved in raising the small 
or poor crop, is two-fold.

Blackleg in Cattle 


Prevention Is Possible Through Use 
of Vaccination 


The Manitoba department of agri- 
culture has had complaints from a 
few parts of the country of Joss 
among cattle from blackleg, and this 
is just the time of year to be on the 
lookout for it. The blackleg germ, 
when once introduced into a district, 
lives in the soil, and is liable to at- 
tack animals, especially young cattle, 
at pasture, 

The symptoms are quite character- 
istic, the first usuaily being sudden 
lameness, in which one of the legs is 
dragged stiffly. Local swelling de- 
velops rapidly, and these produce a 
crackling sound when pressed. The 
oo is almost always rapidly fat- 
al. 

The department reminds the public 
that although curative treatment aft- 
er infection is not practicable, pre- 
vention is possible through vaccina- 
tion. This year a large amount of 
blackleg vaccine was used in all the 
Western provinces because of the 
publication last winter of a circular 
on this subject. Farmers with cat- 
tle at pasture should get a copy. of 
this circular from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Winnipeg, or should send direct for 
the vaccine and circular to Dr. C. D. 
McGilvray, Dominion Government 
Veterinary Inspector for Manitoba, 
Boyd Block, Winnipeg. In a_ single 
day lately Dr. McGilvray’s office re- 
ceived orders for more than two 
thousand doses of blackleg vaccine.—
